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Milestones  of  the  20th  Century 


Orville  Wright  is  at  the  controls  of  the  "Wright  Flyer"  as  his  brother  Wilbur  Wright  looks  on  &\\  n .. 
the  plane's  first  flight  at  Kitty  Hawk,  N.C.  Dec.  17, 1903.  Made  of  wood,  wire  and  cloth  by  two  bic  I 
mechanics,  the  plane  remained  aloft  for  12  seconds  and  traveled  a  distance  of  120  feet. 


The  Titanic  leaves  from  Southampton,  England  on  her  maiden  voyage  on  April  10,  1912.  The 
world's  biggest  ship  at  the  time,  weighing  45,000  tons  and  almost  900  feet  long,  was  considered 
unsinkable  due  to  the  watertight  bulkheads  of  the  steel  hull.  With  some  of  the  world's  wealthiest  people 
on  board,  the  liner  struck  an  iceberg  on  April  14,  1912,  while  crossing  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  sank  in 
less  than  three  hours.  Of  the  2,224  passengers  and  crew  aboard  the  White  Star  luxury  liner,  1,517  died 
because  of  insufficient  lifeboats  and  frigid  waters.  The  disaster  resulted  in  new  safety  regulations  for 
ships.

Though  his 
concepts  ushered  in  the  atomic  age,  he  was  a  pacifist  who  warned  against 
the  arms  race.  Einstein,  who  radically  changed  mankind's  vision  of  the 
universe,  won  the  Nobel  Prize  m  physics  in  1922.

HCC's  baseball  team  put  another  great 
season  under  their  belt.  After  dedicating 
the  season  to  Wes  Cliburn,  a  former  player 
who  died  in  1998,  the  Eagles  finished 
fourth  in  the  JUCO  World  Series.  This  was 
the  fourth  time  the  Eagles  baseball  team 
had  made  an  appearance  since  the  team 
merged  in  1989  with  the  Utica  Campus. 
The  team  struggled  early  in  the  season,  but 
they  soon  showed  their  talent  as  they 
fought  their  way  to  the  Region  23  tour- 
nament in  St.  Louis.  With  the  World  Series 
only  a  week  away  the  Eagles  knocked  off 
Forest  Park  in  a  best  of  three  with  a  few 
key  players  stepping  up  to  help  the  team 
improve  their  record  to  21-32.  The  Hinds 
Eagles  moved  to  the  second  round  after 
defeating  Northwest  Shoals  Community 
College  14-8  in  the  eight  team  double  elim- 
ination series.  In  the  second  round  the 
Eagles  would  not  be  so  lucky  as  they  fell 
with  a  11-1  loss,  but  the  Eagles  were  de- 
termined to  prevail.  Hinds  fought  their 
way  out  of  the  loser's  bracket  showing  great 
determination  beating  the  #1  ranked  Kirk- 
wood  Community  College  3-2.  Kellogg 
Community  College  was  the  next  team  that 
the  Eagles  would  face.  Unfortunately  it  was 
their  last  of  the  series  losing  5-4.  The  final

Hinds  Community  College  Alumnus  of  the  Year. 

Oakes,  administrative  assistant  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
Vicksburg  Warren  School  District,  has  been  a  member  of  the  HCC 
Board  of  Trustees  since  1976. 

He  says,  "Hinds  has  been  a  very  significant  part  of  my  life  since 
high  school  graduation.  I  feel  very  humbled  at  being  selected 
Alumnus  of  the  Year.  I  look  forward  to  the  future  of  Hinds  as  we 
near  the  21st  Century." 

College  President  Dr.  Clyde  Muse,  says,  "Donald  Oakes  has 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  ever  since  I've  been  here  and  has 
held  many  leadership  roles  on  the  board.  As  chair  of  the  Board's 
finance  committee  for  a  number  of  years,  he  has  been  active  in 
planning  budgets  and  other  aspects  of  the  finances  of  the  College. 
He  is  truly  an  outstanding  alumnus  and  supporter  of  Hinds  Com- 
munity College,  as  he  remembers  the  great  contribution  the  College 
made  to  him  in  his  life.  As  a  member  of  the  Board,  he  has  been  able 
to  help  the  College  continue  that  contribution  to  other  individ-

l^uucuu  o.  vqjvco  Now  in  his  37th  year  as  an  educator,  Oakes  has  served  as  a  high 

school  teacher  and  coach;  and  elementary,  junior  high,  high  school, 
and  alternative  school  principal  —  all  in  Warren  County. 

He  received  his  own  early  education  in  Warren  County's  Red- 
wood schools  before  attending  Hinds  where  he  majored  in  science 
education.  He  received  his  bachelor's  degree  at  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  in  1 962,  and  began  teaching  and  coaching  at 
Jett  High  School.  He  then  taught  and  coached  at  the  newly  con- 
solidated Warren  Central  High  School  until  he  received  Ms  mas- 
ter's degree  in  school  administration  from  USM  in  1968.  He  then 
became  assistant  principal  at  Temple  High  School,and  since  1 970, 
schools  in  which  he  has  fulfilled  the  role  of  principal  include 
Bowmar  Avenue,  Grove  Street,  and  Jett  elementary  schools;  War- 
ren County's  consolidated  junior  high  school,  Warren  Central  High  ! 
School,  and  most  recently,  he  has  over-seen  the  Warren  County 
alternative  school  program.  In  1995-96,  he  was  selected  as  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Year  in  the  Vicksburg- Warren  School  District. 

In  addition  to  serving  on  the  HCC  Board  of  Trustees,  Oakes  has 
been  active  with  the  Warren  County  Chapter  of  the  College's 
Alumni  Association  and  has  served  as  Chapter  president. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  Association  of  School  Ad- 
ministrators, and  the  Leadership  Associates  Program. 

He  and  his  wife  Bettye  attend  Gibson  Memorial  United  Meth- 
odist Church,  where  he  teaches  a  junior  high  school  level  Sunday 
School  class  and  serves  on  the  finance  committee,  pastor-parish 
relations  committee,  and  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  Oakes'  five  children  include  an  HCC  graduate,  David  Oakes 
( 1 990),  an  alumnus  of  Delta  State  University  now  employed  as  a 
chemist  with  Vicksburg  Chemical  Company.  Their  other  children 
are  Stuart  Oakes, Jennifer  Oakes  Abies,  Thom  Pharr,  and  Natalie 
Pharr  Pittman. 
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Alumni  Service  Award 


Henry  Riser,  "the  Voice  of  the  Eagles"  for  21  years,  has  been  named 
HCC's  Alumni  Service  Award  recipient  for  1 999. 

College  President  Dr.  Clyde  Muse  says,  "Henry  Riser  is  a  tradition  at 
Hinds,  and  is  most  deserving  of  this  recognition.  He  has  followed  Hinds 
athletics,  in  particular,  for  many  years;  and  has  spent  countless  hours 
supporting  those  programs  and  in  developing  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
program.  He's  just  an  outstanding  example  of  a  person  who  has  really 
given  himself  and  his  time  beyond  the  call  —  to  help  the  College." 

Riser,  who  graduated  with  honors  from  Raymond  (Hinds)  High  School 
in  1949,  is  a  1950  alumnus  of  Hinds,  and  later  attended  Mississippi 
College. 

Riser,  his  wife  Wanda  Whitten  Riser  (HJC  1950),  and  their  four 
children,  Janet  Riser  (HJC  1972),  Jean  Calderon  (HJC  1973),  Woody 
Riser  (HJC  1975)  and  Ellis  Riser  (HJC  1980),  are  all  alumni  of  Raymond 
High  School  as  well  as  of  Hinds.  A  granddaughter,  Anne  Marie  Calderon, 
is  a  1993  alumna  of  Hinds. 

In  September  1998,  Riser  was  recognized  by  the  Jackson  Touchdown 
Club  with  its  "Unsung  Hero"  award.  At  that  time,  details  emerged  of  his 
extraordinary  service  to  athletics,  not  only  at  Raymond  High  School 
(RHS),  but  at  Hinds  Community  College  (HCC),  as  well  —  service 
extraordinary  in  length  as  well  as  quality  and  dedication. 

It  was  noted  that  for  thirty-plus  years,  Riser  has  served  as  public  address 
announcer  for  over  900  sporting  events  for  RHS  and  HCC  combined,  as 
well  as  emceeing  the  RHS  sports  banquet  for  over  25  years  and  writing  a 
weekly  sports  column,  "Ranger  Ramblins"  for  the  Hinds  County  Gazette 
for  over  20  years. 

HCC  Vice  President  for  Institutional  Advancement  Jackie  Granberry 
says,  "Mr.  Riser  is  the  dean  of  all  the  public  address  announcers  in  the 
Mississippi  Junior  and  Community  College  circuit,  and  is  one  of  a  very 
few  who  are  not  compensated  for  their  work.  I  personally  know  of  times  he 
carried  out  his  commitments  to  Hinds  at  great  personal  sacrifice  —  for 
instance,  in  1995,  due  to  a  change  in  dates,  he  gave  up  several  days  of  a 
vacation  to  emcee  the  Sports  Hallof  Fame  Banquet;  and  in  1996,  he  drove 
round-trip  over  850  miles  to  serve  as  the  announcer  for  the  state  cham- 
pionship football  game." 

Each  year  since  1993,  in  preparation  for  his  role  as  master  of  cer- 
emonies for  the  HCC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  Riser  has  researched,  and 
developed  with  the  help  of  the  HCC  media  department,  a  play-by-play 
audio  tape  on  each  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  inductee,  which  he  uses  to 
introduce  the  recipients  during  the  ceremony. 

Granberry  says,  "He  has  served  on  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  selection 
committee  since  1991,  and  has  nominated  nine  individuals,  all  of  who 
were  selected  on  the  first  ballot.  He  is  a  great  resource  on  this  committee 
because  he  is  so  knowledgeable  of  former  athletes  and  coaches.  It  is 
believed  that  he  has  seen  more  Hinds  athletic  events  than  any  other  living 
individual." 

Riser  has  served  on  the  Executive  Council  of  the  HCC  Alumni  As- 
sociation for  nine  years  and  is  in  his  fifth  years  as  vice  president.  For  the 
past  several  years,  he  has  not  only  hosted  the  annual  Fifty-Plus  reunion  at 
Homecoming,  but  has  organized  reunions  for  his  own  high  school  class- 
mates from  1949,  1950,  and  1951.  (The  high  school  was  part  of  Hinds 
Junior  College  during  those  years.) 

Granberry  states,  "His  class  reunions  turned  out  to  be  the  largest  ones 
ever  held  at  Hinds,  and  his  work  helped  to  update  the  alumni  computer 
records.  One  reunion  attendee,  who  was  back  at  Hinds  for  the  first  time 
since  1952,  endowed  an  anonymous  $10,000  scholarship  in  the  name  of  a 
former  teacher!" 

Granberry  also  points  out  that  Riser  and  his  wife  were  among  the  first 
non-faculty  individuals  to  purchase  a  brick  in  the  Bricks  for  Cain  phase  of 
the  College's  Capital  Campaign  to  rebuild  Cain  Hall. 

Riser,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  National  Guard  from 
1951  to  1992,  served  on  active  duty  during  the  Korean  War  as  well  as 
during  Operation  Desert  Storm;  and  commendations  received  include  the 
Distinguished  Service  Award  and  two  Army  Commendation  medals  and 
the  Mississippi  Magnolia  Cross.  He  was  employed  full-time  with  the 
Guard  1957-1992,  retiring  as  State  Safety  Manager. 

Over  many  years  he  has  held  numerous  offices  and  served  as  Sunday 
School  teacher  for  Raymond  Baptist  Church.  Since  1959,  he  has  served  as 
a  Deacon  and  currently  is  chair  of  the  church's  finance  committee.

Jenkins,  who  began  his  employment  with  Hinds  in  1967  as  a 
payroll  clerk  and  cashier  at  Utica  Junior  College,  has  served  the  HCC 
district  in  his  current  position  since  1984.  As  vice  president  for 
business  services,  he  oversees  all  business  services  for  the  College 
including  personnel,  payroll,  accounts  payable,  accounts  receivable, 
purchasing,  inventory,  telecommunications,  and  physical  plant  and 
auxiliary  services. 

In  presenting  the  prestigious  award,  HCC  President  Dr.  Clyde 
Muse,  left,  said,  "Mr.  Jenkins  has  provided  outstanding  leadership  at 
Hinds,  with  many  new  and  innovative  business  service  programs 
during  a  period  of  rapid  growth  and  changes  in  technology.  Under  his 
leadership,  the  College  has  consistently  received  unqualified  audits 
and  completely  automated  all  business  services  of  the  College." 

Jenkins  was  recognized  in  1 996  by  the  National  Community  Col- 
lege Business  Officers  Association  as  its  Outstanding  Chief  Business 
Officer  for  Region  9.

These  include  being 
named  the  1993  Alumnus  of  the  Year  for  the 
Mississippi  State  University  School  of  Education 
and  being  the  1 993  3-E  Award  winner  at  Hinds.  He 
was  also  named  East  Central  Community  College 
Alumnus  of  the  Year,  and  received  a  Mississippi 
Association  of  School  Administrators'  Golden 
Lamp  Award  as  well. 

Additionally,  Dr.  Muse  received  the  1994  Na- 
tional Association  of  Developmental  Educators 
(NADE)  award  for  Outstanding  Support  to  De- 
velopmental Education  by  a  College  Administra- 
tor/Public Servant.  Dr.  Muse  will  be  inducted  into 
the  Mississippi  Coaches  Association's  2000  Coach- 
es Hall  of  Fame  in  July. 

Though  the  presidency  of  Hinds  is  a  24-hour-a- 
day  job,  Muse  finds  relaxation  in  doing  some  of  his 
favorite  things  in  his  "off  hours  which  include 
jogging,  golf,  gardening,  and  spending  time  with 
his  family.
